Mark Twain complained over 
a century ago that everyone 
talks about the weather, but no 
one does anything about it. 


Back during Twain's time, no * 


one could do anything about 
the weather. Just understand- 
ing the environment is difficult 
enough. 

Today, however, our knowl- 
edge of the atmosphere is much 
more sophisticated. We pretty 
much understand how the 
weather works. Forecasters 
still make mistakes, but the 
accuracy of their predictions 
has risen dramatically. 

Still, that is not good enough 
for some people. There are cur- 
rently more than 40 public and 
private weather modification 
groups attempting to manage 
the atmosphere. These people 
areh't just talking about the 
weather, they are really trying 
to do something about it. 

From western Canada to 
southern Texas, research 
teams, state and local agencies, 
utilities and insurance compa- 
nies are paying big bucks. to 
change the weather. In most 
cases, they are trying to make 
it rain so that crops will grow 
and a drought is averted. 
Humans have long dreamed of 
controlling the weather, but it 
has only been in the last 50 
years that the dream became 
possible. In 1946, researcher

Vincent Schaefer discovered 


that dry ice or silver iodide 
dropped into a cloud would pro- 
duce precipitation. 

Today, the basic concept of 
seeding clouds remains the 
same. However, some new 
ideas are currently being test- 
ed. 

In northern Mexico this sum- 
mer, researchers from the 
National Center for 
Atmospheric Research have 
joined with several Mexican 
universities. to make it rain 
using pyrotechnic flares 
mounted on the wings of air- 
planes. 

The planes fly along the base 
of the cloud so that moisture 
retaining particles produced by 
the burning flares rise into the 
clouds. As the cloud's water 
vapor is attracted to the parti- 
cles, water droplets are formed,

of the ‘thotisands “of incoming 
seventh graders who must 
have proof of a new series of 
immunizations before they will 
be admitted to school on the 
first day of Fall classes. 

An estimated 180,000 stu- 
dents who will enter seventh 
grade in the Fall of the 1997-98 
school year are the first class of 
middle schoolers to be effected 
by the new immunization stan- 
dard. It requires all incoming 
seventh graders to receive a 
second dose of measles vaccine, 
a hepatitis-B Vaccine series 
(three doses over a six month 
period) and a tetanus-diphthe- 
ria vaccine before they can 
enter classes.. 

“I am pleased that ongoing 
public awareness and immu- 
nization, efforts have been a 
partnership between the 
Florida Department of 
Education and the Florida

state level, and local schools 
and school districts working in 
partnership with county public 
health departments on the 
local level,” Commissioner 
Brogan said.

ment.” Zametkin’s brain imag- 
ing studies, which have been 
criticized by a former NIMH 
psychiatrist, are used as 
“proof” that the brains of ADD

The drug companies typical- 
ly leave few fingerprints, run- 
ning their disease campaigns 
through PR firms, patient 
groups, 'institutes' and other 
third parties." According to the 
the Journal, “publicizing a dis- 


ease side-steps the FDA" 
which sets. guidelines for drug 
advertising. And so, drug com: 
panies pay other people to 
make you think you just might 
need their drug! That's slick. 
But when the target of such a 
campaign is children, and the 
drug is "cocaine-like," that's 
just sick! 

With the inforntation provid- 
ed by the press combined with 
the above, it is easy to see that 
drug company funding helps 
drive CHADD, which in turn 
floods our schaols with 
brochures and videos about 
“ADD,” which has in turn led 
to a flood of Ritalin in our 
schools. 

The most disturbing aspect 
of this is that more children 
are using Ritalin to get high. 
The U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA) reported 
that from 1992 to 1994, the 
percentage of high school 
seniors who had illegally used 
Ritalin jumped from 39 to 
16%. During that same time 
period, Ritalin's maker 


increased their funding to, 


CHADD as follows: 1992 - 
$50,000; 1993 - $200,000; 1994 
-$398,000. From 1990 to 1995 
the number of Ritalin prescrip- 
tions has increased 2.5 million 
per year Lo over 7 million per 
year. 

. The public Should also know 


that many of the books written 
about *ADD" are written by 
CHADD board members. This 
crew endorses each others 
books - they even get endorse- 
ments from their board bud- 
dies at NIMH. 

The books have a lot in com- 
mon. They all agree that psy 
chiatrists don't know what 
"ADD" actually is because they 
don't know what "causes" it. 
They report Ritalin as the 
"drug of-choice” and discourage 
use of the generic form of the 
drug: b doesn't "work!" There 
is also the common practice of 
denigrating any other methoc 
of handling children without. 
drugs. These are labeled "con- 
troversial treatments." 

Parents and teachers tell 
children to stay away from 
drug dealers because they lie 
to you, tell you the drug can't 
hurt you - in fact, it will make 
you feel better! 

In reality, the only ones whe 
profit are the dealer and his 
supplier. Adults should take 
their own best advice and stay 
away from the dealer - the psy- 
chiatrist.
